medical professors have been experimenting 
with the transfusion of blood, for (lie bene- 
fit of their students.

danger, in the old mode of direct 
transfu- 


sion, of carrying air in clotted blood into 
the vein, which is fatal, the instrument of 
Dr. McDonald was used, by which the 
jlood was defibrinated by beating with a 
stick before it is put_iuto tho tube for 
in- 


fection into the vein,"the red corpuscules con- 
taining the life only remaining. 
The blood 


aaving beou transferred to the tube, tho 
tube is then bold upright find inserted into 
:ho vein of the recipient. 
The blood flows 


in naturally, and no air or clot is admitted. 
The experiments were mado with a large 
dog, whitch wns brought into the hall and 
chloroformed for use. Tho first was to show 
tho pressure of blood in tho arteries. An 
artery was opened aud n tube inserted. The 
blood mounted iu the tube to tho height of 
over sis feet, and rose and fell with tho pul- 
sations. 
The animal was then subjected to 


i drain of blood until respiration ceased,and 


a needle between the toes, where a dog's 
keenest sensibilities aro failed to produce 
any responsive movement. 
In the mean- 


time tho blood had been prepared, and tho 
instrument was adjusted to prove tho 
pro- 


cess. 
When the dog had received back four 


ounces of his blood he lacked. 
Twenty 


ounces made him quite lively and wnggcd 
bis tail. 
When ho got up, in ftbout five 


minutes after he began to get back bis life 
current, and began to eat meat with a rave- 
nous appetite, ho was cheered as n, success.

Bardwcll (formerly of Bclchertown), who

part of tho object which gives it form. 
He 


supposes tlmt tho resisting medium sur- 
rounding tho sun for a great distance is it- 
self ficlf-luminous in t\ degree, as indicated 
by tho zodiacal light; that tho nucleus of a 
comet is merely ft largo meteorite; that, in 
its rapid motion through tho resisting me- 
dium near tho sun, great heat is thereby 
developed increased by tho beat of tho sun, 
causing fiomo of tho elements 
of tho 


nucloiiH to beconio volatilized, find thus to 
present tho phenomena of tlio coma- with itfl 
glowing gfts; and finally, that tho bright 
train culled tlio tail is merely an effect of an 
increased luminosity of tho aortion of tho 
resisting medium behind tho eouiot caused 
by tho action'' of 
tho 
sunlight passing 


through Iho glowing fifts of Iho coma, and 
projected hnyohrt in a form usually ap- 
proaching that of a conical flurface. Ho 
predicts that, on tho nppoaranco of ft comet 
with a bright train, tho tosts of Bpcctrnm 
analysis will show that this train ia not 
nolmlouH, an Basse! and others havo sup- 
posed, nnd not of a moteorio character, liko 
that of tho nucleus, as SchinparolH ami Lo 
Voirior Buppojio, but chiefly of a zodiacal 
nature, and probably, in a slight tlegroo, rc- 
floolinf! sunlight.—[Scientific American.

THE OENRKAL ASSEMBLY. 


The General Assembly alibrorialcd their 


sojourn at this city by holding n four hours' 
session last evening. 
A host of ne(3 of in- 


corporation were passed. There can bo uo 
doubt that acts of incorporation should be 
rendered unnecessary. There ought to bo 
a general statute under which bodies cor- 
porate can bo at any time created by tho 
secretary of slate. 
In some states such an 


arrangement prevails 
to discourage tho 


activity of tho (bird honse. In this state \vo 
are not troubled with ft lobby, but much 
valuable time might be saved by abolishing 
special legislation. Several permissions to 
peddlo without a license /were granted. 
These permissions are rather small affairs 
for the consideration of the General Assem- 
bly nud occasionally they provoke discus- 
sion; as one did last night, and much valua- 
ble time la consumed. These small meas- 
ures of relief ought to be granted by some 
cheaper body than the legislature. The 
board of state charities, for instance, or 
some other board or committee might safely 
and advantageously bo authorized to do 
what it now takes one hundred and nine 
gentlemen to do. 


The constabulary bill was called up " 


the house by Mr. Spencer of Providence 
but after soino discussion it wa's referred to 
the judiciary committee to report 
The house concurred with the senate iu ni 
appropriation of §150 for a flag and Hug stair 
for the State House in this city. Tho sher- 
iff of this county was authorized by both 
bouses to make two of the ceils in the coun- 
ty jail more secure, by iron lining or oth 
means, at a cost not exceeding §800. An 
not to incorporate the Prisoners'Aid Society 
was passed in the senate and in the house 
was referred to the committee on educa- 
tion.

WHAT MAKES THE SKY BLUE.—The ethe- 


real 
blua color of the sky it due to miiiulo 


particles of matter which flout in tho air. 
Were these particles removed, tho njipetir- 
nuce of the sky would bo dead b'a:k. It ii a 
fact in optics that exceedingly lino portions 
of matter disperse or scatter tho bluo rays of 
light, coarser portions scatter rod rays, still 
coarser portions scatter ail tho rays, uinking 
white light. Tho atmosphere is full of 
aqueous vapor, tho particles of which diffuse 
white light in all directions. 
When these 


particles are enlarged they become visible in 
the form of clouds. Tho vapor particles of 
the white clouds arc supposed to bo liner and 
lighter than those of the dark cloudy. That 
tho diffusion of light iu our atmosphere, 
the blue coloring of the sky and tho colors 
of the clouds, are duo to tho proseuco of 
matter floating iu tho nir, has been con- 
clusively proven by TyudaU. 
Ou passing a 


beam of sunlight through a glass tube, j.lho 
beam is rendered brilliantly visible by tho 
reflection of light from Iho dust particles 
floating in tho air contained in the tube. 
But on removing the dust parliclos, which 
is done by filloriug tho air by cotton wool, 
or causing the air to pass over a flume, the
